We are told, that the Agreement be- 

tween the Emperour and his Royal 

Highnefs, wpon the former's Ceiticn 
of the Montferrat to the latter, imports among 
other things, that in Cafe the Duke of Man- 
tua comes to an Accommodation with his Imperial 
Majefty, his Royal Highefs fhall allow him zf000 
Duccatoons yearly out of the Revenues of ihat 
Country. His Royal Highnefs has declar'd his Na- 
tural Daughter by the Countefs of Verue a Princefs ; 
caufes her to be treated as fach by the Courtiers ; 
has eftablifh’d a Houhhold forher ; and ’tis though 
will marry ber to fome Perfon of Quality. When 
the Princéfs of Wolfembuttel, Bride of King Charles, 
arrives in Lombardy in her. Way to embark at Ge- 
noa for Barcelona, our Duke {plendidly attended by 
his Courtiers and 4 Troops of Life-Guards will go 
to Milan to meet her. 

Berne, Dec. 7. Our Council of two hundred

On the other 
hand, fome urg’d that for that very Reafon it ought 
to fabfift. Upon the whole, 107 Voices being a- 
gainft thofe 17, carry’d it that the faid Comburgher- 
fhip remain’d intire, and that in Confequence there- 
of not only 200 Men ought to be fent to joyn with 
the Troops of Neufchatel and oppofe fuch as fhould 
offer to difturb the Peace of the Country, bur 
likewife that Beacons fhould be fet up and Watches 
plac’'d, and that Orders thould be given ‘to the 
Troops of the Country of Vaux and Nilftand to 
hold themfelves in a Readinefs, that upon the firft 
Notice they might March towards Neufchatel. The 
next Day it was further refolv’d, that this Canton 
fhall lend 1200 Mofquers, of the fame fize as thofe 
usd by their own Troops, to be diftributed to a 
Regiment new-rais'd in the Principality of Neuf- 
chatel by Count Metternich; that thefe Refolutions 
fhall be notify’d tothe Proteftant Cantons, in a Diet 
to be held at Langenthall the 12th Inftant, to the 
End an Alliance may be made for the betrer execu- 
ting the fame ; and that afterwards they {hall alfo 
be notify’d ro the Roman Catholick Cantons. In 
that.Diet it will be propofed to nominate Deputies 
to goto the Ambaffador of France, to demand of 
him a particalar Declaration, as well concerning the 
Threats he has given out againft thofe of Neufcha- 
tel, and the Prohibition of Trade between France 
and thofe their Comburghers..
